The 

Times applied for and obtained an in- 

junction forbidding the printing and sale 

of the speeches, on the ground that such 

printing anji sale constituted an infringe- 

ment ofits copyright. It appears that 

Rosebery had delivered the 

speeches extemporanecously, or without 

manuscripts, and that reports of the 

speeches, as printed in the Times, were 

used as “copy” for the book. The trial 

courts sustained the copyright of the 

Times, with the understanding that the 

question at issue, which was a novel 

one, should be appealed to a higher court 

The Court of Appeals next passed upon 

the case, and decided in favor of the pub- 

lisher, Lane, whereupon the Times ap- 

pealed to the House of Lords, which 

sustained its contention.

A FRUSTRATED MASSACRE. 

THE ATTEMPT ON MANILA FAILS. 

(Page 143 et seq.:) The natives of Ma- 
nila had been greatly affected by the 
disastrous results which followed the 
attack upon the Americans of the 4th 
and 6th (of February, 1999.) They had 
been buoyed up ever since the capitu- 
lation of Manila, in the previous Au- 
gust, by the hope that when the Amer- 
icans should withdraw from the city, 
whether compulsorily or not, they 
would, in the confusion which was sure 
to ensue, have the long-desired oppor- 
tunity of looting the city and wreak- 
ing ve nee upon the Spanish popu- 
lation. t this expectation had not 
been realized, and they were disap- 
pointed and wrathful, looking upon the 
new invaders as taking the piace of the 
old. Considering the miscarriage of 
this part of the revolt, and the heavy 
losses they had sustained, they were in 
&@ condition bordering on frenzy. That 
condition had been met with tact by a 
strong hand, but American troops were 
eager to avenge their fallen comrades; 
the Filipinos were sullenly awaiting

That there was ground for alarm 
was made evident by the finding at 
Malabon of the following order, which 
was to have been execiited on the 15th, 
ite execution being only delayed by the 
nature of Caloocan and succeeding 
events: 

“First—You will dispose so that at § 
o'clock at night the individuals of the 
territorial militia at your order will be 
found united in all of the streets of 
San Pedro, armed with their bolos 
revolvers, or guns and ammunition, if 
convenient. 

“Becond—Filipino families only will 
be respected. They should not be mo- 
lested, but all other individuals, of 
whatever race they be, will be ex- 
terminated without an com ion, 
atter the extermination of the army of 
occupation. 

“Third—The defenders of the Philip- 
pines in your command will attack the 
guard at Bilibid, and liberate the pris- 
oners and ‘presidarios, and havi 
accomplished this, they will be armed, 
saying to them, ‘Brothers, we must 
avenge ourselves on:the Ameritans, 
and exterminate them, that we may 
take our revenge for the infamy and 
treachery which they have committed 
upon us; have no compassion upon 
them; attack with vigor.
